Privy Council president Guy 
Favreau was forced to resign 
as justice minister after Chief 
Justice Frederick D o r I o n 
sharply criticized his handling 
of the Rivard affair. 

Ironically Mr. Favreau was 


accused of the same charge 
levelled at Mr. Diefenbaker 
by Mr. Justice Spence—failure 
to consult die law officers of 
the Crown on a crucial case.

Dalton Weis. Mr. Spencer, a 
Vancouver postal worker, was 
fired by the government for 
spying for the Russians. 

Led by Mr: Diefenbaker, ths 
Opposition unleashed a devas¬ 
tating attack on Justice Minis¬ 
ter Cardin lor his handling 
of the case. Judge Wells com¬ 


pletely vindicated Mr. Cardin 
and tha government. 

It was during tha bitter 
Spencer debate that Mr. Car¬ 
din accused Mr. Diefenbaker 
of mishandling the Munsinger 
affair, and staked his seat on 
hia charge. This time Mr. 
Justice Spence upheld Mr.

UNITED NATIONS (CPl- Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Paul 
Martin told the General Assem¬ 
bly, in effect. Friday that Can¬ 
ada wanta Communist China toj 
be represented in the United 
Nations. 

He said public opinion Is 
growing in Canada in favor of 
a UN seat for Peking.

Danger Indicated 

"That case Is another on# 
that may see the light of day 
again now. This was the dan¬ 
ger pointed out to Mr. Pear¬ 
son of opening up witchhunts. 
"Goodness knows how he is 
going to be affected ... I was 
astonished to see Mr. Pearson 
forging ahead (with the Mun¬ 
singer case). Now he has 
opened the door for everything 
that has happened In the last 
20 years," Mr. Churchill said. 

It's not certain how thesa 
cases could be raised Ln the 
Commons which teetered on 
the edge of anarchy during 
the four days of Munsinger 
debate last March. 

Government sources said 
Friday night Prime Minister

HALIFAX (CP) — Navy offi¬ 
cers who sttended Defence Min¬ 
ister HeHyer's question-and-sn- 
swer meeting with Maritime 
Command personnel this week 
said Friday the minister ran 
into hia stiffest opposition from 
the officers.

They said it waa ondy the di¬ 
rect intervention of Rear-Ad¬ 
miral J. C. O'Brien, sea opera¬ 
tions chief, that prevented Mr. 
Hellyer from being booed from 
the gymnasium at Stadaccna 
naval base by some of the as¬ 
sembled officers. Earli *r, he ad- 
ctoessed petty officers and other 
ranks in separate sessions. Re¬ 
porters were barred. 

Tha booing during the offi¬ 


cer*' session was Mid to have 
followed a question about naval 
eapkt de corpa and traditions. 
Persons present said the officer 
who raised the subject waa 
loudly cheered. The booing 
came after a reply by Mr. 
Hellyer to tha effect tha! navy 
officers roost rid themselves of 
the Idea that their uniforms 
were ordained by God.

Otherwise, the German 
woman indicated in a television 
interview seen here, she has no 
regrets about a former relation¬ 
ship that has been described by 
a government-appointed inquiry 
as a serious security risk.

ada. 

NO ESPIONAGE 

"I was never at any time con¬ 
nected with espionage in East 
or West Germany or Canada,” 
she said in an interview filmed 
ln Munich, West Germany. 

At another point she sakl she 
has "never been in espionage." 
The Spence report accusations 
are ridiculous. 

Asked if she has any regrets 
about her pert in the affair, 
Mrs. Munsinger said no except 
that "I am sorry he (Sevigny) 
became a victim." 

NEVER KEPT 

Mrs. <Munsinger said she had 
not been the mistress of Sev¬ 
igny. farmer associate defence 
, minister in the Conservative 
government. 

"A mistress Is a kept woman. 

I was never kept by Mr. Sevigny 
at any time."

VANCOUVER (CP) — T. C. 
Douglas, national leader of the 
New Democratic Party, said 
Friday he hopea the Mun¬ 
singer repart will mean an 
end to political mackraklng. 

"1 hope the report c los e# 
the book oa the caae and will 
permit Parliament to get down 
to more aertoos problems fac¬ 
ing tiie country," he said la 
aa interview. “We've had 
enough muckraking.” 

Mr. Douglas said highlights 
of the report by Mr. Justice 
W. F. Spenre “really don’t 
give much more" than bad 
been known. 

He noted the report found 
there waa no evidence of a 
breach of security. 


For royal commissioner Witiv- 
•rt Spence preferred no formal 
Indictments, and Prime Minister 
Pearwon having studied toe find¬ 
ings in advance, served notice 
he would have m i iu i g to any. 

And saying notiting. it was as¬ 
sumed toe go v ernment would do 
the same—noting. 

NOTHING FORMAL 
Notiting that la. in • formal 
way to proceed against estoer 
Conservative Leader Diefen¬ 
baker or former Associate De¬ 
fence Minister Pierre Sevigny, 
boto at whom Supreme Court 
Justice Spence found morally— 
if not legally—guilty of ptomng 
the national security In jeopardy.

My problem la that aa soon as 
I leave the water I start 
aneesing. My no** runs, and it 
la difficult to swallow because It 
drags at my ears. 1 tin tried 
non dip# and nose drops, hut 
nothing help*. Have you any 
suggestion other thaa giving up 
swlmmfag? — F.R. 

I’ve had * touch of the same 


thing myself after swimming in 
pools and some people with 
particularly sensitive nasal 
membrane* even notice it after 
swimming In a lake. 

The culprit in pools ti most 
likely the chlorine used to 
disinfect the water. You didn't 
mention smarting eyes, but 
some folks notice that, too. 

I won't recommend giving up 
swimming, winch is a whole¬ 
some exercise. The sne e zin g 
and irritation are a temporary 


nutiance but they won't hurt 
you. 

My suggestion 1s tola: Learn 
to be a good mouth breather. 
Inhale through the mouth, 
exhati through ta noee. Expert 
swimmers habitually do this 
anyway. 

Noee drops won't help much if 
at al. As to noee clips, a little 
wafer seems always to get into 
the nostrils despite them, so 
proper breathing should give 
you be —r results.

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Political Malaise 

U NEASY LIES the head that wears a crown, said 
Shakespeare Ions ago. He was talking about 
kings but his maxim is applicable in modern days to 
political leaders. They are equally vulnerable. 

The president of the National Conservative Party 
for instance,. Mr. Dalton Camp, has come out openly 
in attack against Mr. Diefenbaker, whom patently he 
would like to see ousted from his role as chieftain. 
His criticism, as Mr. Gordon Churchill pointed out in 
rebuttal, comes strangely from one in his position,, 
there being more diplomatic ways of pursuing his 
intent. 

Mr. Camp was correct enough, however, when 
he said “we’re becoming political cannibals and eating 
our young.” although in this instance it is the old he 
wants to eat. Federal Conservatives have long had a 
queer propensity for chopping down their leaders, 
especially if these come from the West, a factor seem¬ 
ingly unappreciated by Eastern political interests. 

The Conservatives are not alone in their disquiet 
about partv leadership. Mr. Pearson’s throne is as 
shaky as Mr. Diefenbaker’s. His cabinet Is split over 
fiscal policies, younger Liberal elements take a dim 
view of him, and in general his performance as prime 
minister is as unpleasing to many Liberals as it is to 
those of other political faiths. He does not enjoy 
undiluted confidence among his supporter either. 

It is no secret for example that several aspirants 
for his position of prime minister are trying to build 
their images in the hope of succeeding him, which 
doubtless they would welcome at an early date. The 
Liberals have always been much better at keeping dis¬ 
satisfaction under wrapt, nevertheless, than their Con¬ 
servative opponents. 

Both Mr. Diefenbaker and Mr. Pearson have soon 
to face party conventions at which the subject of 
leadership will be discussed. One imagines each will 
manage to ward off any attempt to displace him. 
The Conservatives can scarcely forget that when elec¬ 
tions are on the former is easily the master cam¬ 
paigner of them all; his party owes more to him than 
he does to his party. And the latter is prime minister, 
and such an incumbency is seldom if ever changed 
except by death while a regime is in power. 

For their part neither Mr. Douglas nor Mr. 
Thompson can be entirely happy with their follow¬ 
ers. There have been tumblings of discontent in NDP 
ranks, since Mr. Dourias hasn’t materially enlarged 
their fortunes after returning to the federal scene fol¬ 
lowing his provincial success in Saskatchewan. Mr. 
Thompson has watched his Socreds shrink to the num¬ 
ber of fingers on one hand. And the remaining fed- 
eral leader, Mr. Caouette. reigns over what is but a 
splinter parochial group, the Creditistes. 

The unease affecting the political crowns at 
Ottawa ran be cited as a reflection of the malaise that 
affects the national scene, with too many parties pre¬ 
senting an obstacle to orderly and stable handling of 
the country’s affaire. 

It probably would not come amiss if there was a 
new deal all round in the matter of political leader¬ 
ship. holding then the promise of more effective par¬ 
liamentary and governmental action in the mapy prob¬ 
lems that await attention and solution. 

Help Wanted 

S OME PEOP1-E May find it hard to reconcile the 
"nprn door” policy of Canada’s new minister of 
Immigration. Mr. .lean Marrhand. with his background 
as president of Quebec’s Confederation of National 
Trade Unions. 

He has embarked upon a program aimed at bring¬ 
ing 200.000 more skilled workers into the country this 
N p ar ^without regard to religion or race. 

He made the disclosure of the abolition of dis¬ 
crimination during the opening of Canada’s first travel 
bureau in Tokyo. A Canadian immigration office al¬ 
ready has been opened there. And he assured his 
audience that Japanese emigrants would receive the 
same assisted passages and other considerations as 
those from Europe. Moreover, within a year, Canada 
would extend these privileges to the Philippines. 

Undoubtedly there are some who will question 
whether the minister is approaching the problem of, 
manpower in industry with proper consideration for 
native Canadians. It may be felt that the government 
should concentrate primarily on training Canadian 
workers for the skilled Job* that require to be filled 
before going overseas to recruit labor. It can be 
pointed out, with some truth, that there remains in 
this country a proportion of manpower which cannot 
find employment in it* home regions but which, with 
the same sort of encouragement offered foreign work¬ 
ers, might be utilized in othdr areas. 

If training programs to fit these workers to 
available jobs are inadequate it might be good business 
to extend them. 

There is no formula to prevent the continuing 
drain into the American economy of skilled Canadians 
and it is the vacuum created by their departure, pre¬ 
sumably, that Mr. Marchand’s Immigrants are sought 
to fill. It might be disputed, therefore, that the pro¬ 
gram entirely deserves the non-discriminatoiy label. 
What the minister is looking for is a very 
particular sort of immigrant: technicians, scientists 
and engineers. 

In such countries as the Philippines, this fine, 
democratic, Canadian gesture may not get the en¬ 
thusiastic approval expected. They may not want to 
export their trained brains. They might even put 
obstacles in the way of departure of people considered 
essential to national development. 

Meanwhile, the new Canadian immigration policy 
which abolishes discrimination, exists only in a white 
paper the minister is preparing. It has not yet 
reached Parliament.

OTTAWA ICP) — Text of 
statement issued Friday by 
the office of Opposition 
Leader Diefenbaker after 
publication of the report of 
Mr. Justice Wishart Spence 
on the Munsinger sex-and-se¬ 
curity case: 

Mr. Diefen baker, out of Ot¬ 
tawa, having been apprised 
of the sabmt features of the 
Spence com mission report, 
baa authorized a preliminary 
statement. 

The commission has per¬ 
formed at it was set up to 
perform. 

No charges are made, no 
suggestion that there has 
been a breach of law, prece- 
dent or practice. 

No Suggestion 

No suggestion of a breach 
of security. 

The report is simply a ve¬ 
hicle for the dtasemimtion of 
opinion by a commissioner 
hand-picked for Ms appointed 
task, with the objective of 
bringing about the destruc¬ 
tion of the leader of the Con¬ 
servative party. 

The point is made that a 
doubt as to loyalty must be 
resolved in favor of the state. 

Norman Case 

This was not followed by 
the present prime minister 
(Lester B. Pearson) in the 
Herbert Norman case. 

The statement is made that 
cabinet should have been con¬ 
sulted about the disposal of a 
minister. This reverses a 
constitutional practice and is 
an attack on the unquestioned 
discretionary power of a 
prime minister.

‘Hatchet Job' 

If it was purposeless in 
1964. it was seven more pur¬ 
poseless, as far as security 
is concerned, in 1966, by b« 
commission, leaving only one 
conclusion, that from start to 
finish it has been simply a 
political hatchet job. 

Whether | Mr. Sevingy (for¬ 
mer associate defence minis¬ 
ter Pierre Sevingy) should 
have been dismissed relates 
to his loyalty; no question or 
doubt was raised then or now 
In respect of that ingredient 
in Mr. Sevigny. 

April 12, 1957 

The present prime minis¬ 
ter. then secretary of state 
for external affairs, dealing 
with the Norman case, stated 
in Parliament on April 12, 
1957 : . 

"I have said that Mr. Nor¬ 
man to our knowledge had 
certain Communist associa¬ 
tions as a student many years 
ago, and that we were not go¬ 
ing to allow that to drive him 
out of the public service of 
Canada in face of the long 
years of loyal devotion he has 
given to the country.” 

Full Charge 

The present prime minis¬ 
ter. as minister in charge, 
accepted full responsibility. 
He added: 

"It has always been a prin¬ 
ciple and, I think, a correct 
principle, of our security in¬ 
vestigation that we would not 


deal publicly in connection 
with a security inquiry with 
tl»e details of any allegations 
made, for the reason that the 
details of a man’s private life 
sliould not be the subject of 
accusation and rebuttal in 
public." 

That was the principle in 
1957. 

Recalls Profumo 

The oommi winner makes 
reference to the Profumo 
case. 

He omits to point out that 
In circumstances more In¬ 
criminating Lord Denning, a 
distinguished jurist, reported: 

. . . That in no case have I 
found any evidence for be¬ 
lieving that national security 
has been or may be endan¬ 
gered. 1 would kke to have 
stopped there, but I feel that 
if I did I would lay myself 
open to the charge of cover¬ 
ing up the truth and there 
would be a danger that In the 
absence of detailed refutation, 
the rumors would persist. I 
have there f ore in the succeed¬ 
ing paragraphs aet out the 
course at my investigations. 


Fall Short 

"But I have deliberately re¬ 
frained from setting out suspi¬ 
cions which fall short of evi¬ 
dence. or immorality or dis¬ 
creditable conduct which does 
not amount to a security risk; 
far if 1 were to do so, it 
seems to me that my Inquiry 
would be turned into a witch¬ 
hunt parallel to the Mc¬ 
Carthy committee in the 
United States, where people 
would be condemned for past 
sins, which are better forgot¬ 
ten and foigiven. 

”1 feel that such an inquiry 
into private lives would be 
repugnant to the great ma¬ 
jority of our people ” 

Just Gossip 

This contrasts to the re¬ 
lease of unsubstantiated gos¬ 
sip in the form of a "handy 
document” and the unveri¬ 
fied “hypothe**” of the com¬ 
missioner of the RCMP put 
forward as a "classical case” 
—"if this had been an espio¬ 
nage case.” 

The commissioner states: 

"It was submitted that such 
continued investigation and 
particutariy a searching in¬ 
vestigation of the relationship 
between the Honorable Pierre 
Sevigny and Mrs. Munsinger 
during the months of 1960 fol¬ 
lowing January would have 
clearly indicated that the re¬ 
lationship bad not been dis¬ 
continued. . . .” 

No Probe Needed 

The matter was not brought 
forward until December, 1960.

INUVIK, N.W.T. (CP) —

floors with ihe department of 
northern affairs in the MAoken- 
zie (Wkrict of the Northwest 
TVsiatorlu, was teliting of the 
tar garment co * operative 
farmed three yean ago among 
the Eskimos amt Indians at Ak- 
lavtfc, on toe Mackenzie River 
delta. 

He couM have been referring 
to ell 22 northern ao-operatives. 
stretching from Qrise Fiord on 
the tip af EBewnere Island to 
Fort Raealutian, 60 roBes north 
at toe Alberta bonder. 

Co-operatives, moat leu than 
* decide aid, ere one at the 


moat encouraging stem that 
northern natives, tumbled from 
their traditional Ufa by south- 
era infftration, can be toown 
the route back to an eoonomio- 
a*y productive life wMhout de¬ 
pendence on a white employer. 

Northern co-ops. gome started 
by the northern affairs depart¬ 
ment, some by the Cooperative 
Union of Canada and * few by 
the natives themselves, new 
prouoe end market everythiog 
team hasuttorafta to lumber. To 
date they have eoU $2,000,008 
worth of goods, and than to 
no man of a slackening pace. 

The fur garment coop, begun 
by the northern effete* depart¬ 
ment, now Is being bought from 
the govern i mit by fra mem¬ 
bers. 

They make parkas, muHuki 
and other fur g a rments and 
.small firry gouvmir* from the 
muskrats.

Co-op Revives Town 


THs year the coop, managed 
by Fred Greenland, a loucheux 
Indian, paid out 510.000 in 
wages to Its 20 worke r s and 
boogbf 11.000 muskrat pelts 
team trappers. 

The co-cp has been only one 
factor in AHavik's revival 1 
from a forgotten town. In Fart 
Resolution, the territorial gov¬ 
ernment and others are bank¬ 
ing on co-ops as toe answer to 
revive * listteaa settlement. 

Once an ikctive trading cen¬ 
tre, Fort Resolution began to 
die when transport activ¬ 
ity moved east from the Slave 
River to the vast Mackenzie 
system. With no ready work 1 
and tteti* incentive, Resolution'* 
700 residents, mostly Chipewyan 1 
Indians, ran up staggering wel¬ 
fare bOfa. Two years ago the 
territorial government tired an 
employe* of toe Cooperative 1 
Union of Canada to look far a 
notation. 


The result was a nawntifl and 
lumber products operation 
which now employ* about $0 
men. One stile result has been 
a renewed building p ro g ram in 
the settlement. A handicrafts 
coop has also begun. 

"We’re still talking mor* 
than we're doing,” said Albert 
Vail, the coop manager. "But 
you'd hardly recogrtze tot old 

town.” 

Welfare payments in ReMiu- 
ticn dropped to about half what 
they were a year ago in Jan¬ 
uary, and toe dedins haa con¬ 
tinued. 

At Inuvik. s group of Eskimos 
started their own housing co-op 
because they were fed up with 
the federal government's hous¬ 
ing arrangements.

NO ESPIONAGE 

"I was never at any time con¬ 
nected with espionage in East 
or West Germany or Canada,” 
she said in an interview filmed 
in Munich, West Germany.

are ridiculous. 

Asked if she has any regrets 
about her part in the affair, 
Mrs. Munsinger said no except 
that "I am sorry he (Sevigny)
